REVISED RADIO 


BILL APPROVED

KILLS SELF AND 


ENTIRE FAMLY 


Teamster Prefers Wife 


and 5 Children Dead, 


To Starving. 


UTICA. N. Y., Feb. 19 (By the As- 


sociated Press.)—Rather than see 
his wife and five children starre to 
death, Guy M. Taylor, a teamster 
without work, killed his entire fam- 
ily and then ended his own life wtih 
a razor.

"Tlie correct or incorrect form of 


city government often spells failure 
or success for municipalities" de- 
clared A. R. Hatton in an address 
at the Social Science auditorium at 
the university Friday evening. A 
crowd of about 150 heard the speak- 
er, who is one of America's fore- 
most authorities on city charters 
and forms of government. He came 
to Lincoln under the auspices of tho 
Lincoln League of Women Voters. 
Mrs. LeRoy DaVls was in charge 
of the meeting. 


Mr. Hatton is a believer in th«i 
city manager form of goveinment. 
In this way only citizens of the 
highest character and greatest abil- 
ity apply for council positions, this 
body being entirely legislative. 
It 
gives the council time to concen- 
trate and Investigate all legislative 
matters with the executive author- 
ity vested in a manager. 
The man who enters the executive 


field, Air. Hatton believes, is usual- 
ly more capable than the member 
of the ordinary city commission. 
For, he said, this ts the only type 
of municipal position which holds 
a career 


The speaker also spoke of charter 


development and believes that the 
advanced charter should grant the 
broadest possible 
powers to the 


council and executive. First, he said, 
the council must be provided and 
elected through a thoroughly repre- 
sentative means. The only feasible 
way is by proportional representa- 
tion which allows no corruption, 
does away with a primary and gives 
the whole of public opinion oppor- 
tunity to select their representa- 
tives.

This court believes in enforcement 
of the law to the hilt, but it can- 
not sanction this kind of 'illegal 
conspiracy.'" 


Doxey declared he bought 
the 


liquor from another man, whose 
car, loaded with liquor, was parked 
outside the house while the two of- 
ficers were inside. "Why didn't the 
officers go to the source of the 
supply, instead of allowing Doxey 
to-.purchase it for them?" was the 
question 
asked, and 
unanbwered, 


by Francis Robinson, attorney for 
the defendant. Doxey testified that 
he -was given $3 by tiie officers and 
that he gave ?3 to the bootlegger. 


Kerns, the 
officer, 
testified in 


court thai he is being paid a salary 
by the state 
sheriff's 
office, but 


Judge Chappell produced a slip with 
State Sheriff Condit's notation th».t 
Kerns is paid according to 
the 


number of liquor "buys" hes makes. 
Allen said he was paid on the same 
basis. 


Judge Chappell also produced a

CONTROL OF THE- AIR. 


Five years ago radio held little interest outside the 


laboratories. 


Congress Friday took the last step towards .es- 


tablishing federal control and regulation of the in- 
dustry when the senate passed the bill rewritten by 
house and senate conferees, establishing a govern- 
mental commission, with authority to take such -steps 
as appear necessary to eliminate the^ abuses which 
exist. 
^ 


The bill which now goes to the president for sig- 


nature represents the fruits of a compromise. It is 
not a model measure and it unquestionably is op^-n to 
serious criticism on the basis that it establishes? .an- 
other governmental agency which was unnecessary 
and hence wasteful and extravagant. The machinery 
already existed to do what this new 'commission is 
expected to do. Secretary Herbert Hoover, of the De- 
partment of Commerce, was willing to assume super- 
vision of the radi j industry. It falls logically within 
his department. 
He had the .organization already 


perfected, and the work could 'have been carried on 
with but small additional expense. 


The fight over this radio legislation furnishes a 


very illuminating explanation as to why governmental 
costs are mounting. We keep adding to government 
We insist upon new agencies and new commissions. 
Under the provisions of the radio bill, the commission 
which is established, is supposed to function for a 
year. 'What is to be done after that time appears a 
bit mdef'-ute, but presumably control and regulation 
is expected to pass to the Department of Commerce. 
Judging from our experience with other commissions 
and agencies, we know better. Once created, a com- 
mission bends every effort toward perpetuating itself. 
lt^ very first aim will be to insure its permanence, 
and notwithstanding- the very definitely established 
opposition to new governmental creations, 
-w e can 


now accept as a settled fact that radio regulation will 
come under a new and distinct governmental agency. 


For that congress is to blame.- 
President Coolidge has plainly indicated his desire 


to eliminate new commissions.

The public ha.s a very vital interest in this effort 


to assume control of the air. 


It is an interest superior to that of the ' manufac- 


turers, or those who have any direc* interest in the 
commercial development of the industry. 


To protect the public in the enjoyment of the pleas- 


ures and conveniences of radio should be the first 
consideration of the new radio commission. It will 
of necessity have to guard against the charging of 
extortionate rates for radio transmission. It will at- 
tempt to prevent the establishment of monopolies; to 
control wave lengths, the number and power of sta- 
tions, chain broadcasting and the length and hours 
of broadcasting. 


The principal abuse which the public desires cor- 


rected relates to confusion and chaos which now ex- 
ists. The more noteworthy and worthwhile programs 
are lost to thousands of radio enthusiasts because of 
interference. At present every broadcasting station" 
may use the air whenever it desires. The result is 
that most of them are busy most of the time. Les-j 
frequent programs, more carefully prepared and con-

time in sending- prices upward. To be sure, tho plan 
Is not yet in operation, and a presidential veto may 
head it off entirely. However, if it possessed any 
real virtue the markets would certainly reflect some 
upward tendency on the chance of; its being put into 
effect. 


Insted of this, prices of wheat, corn, and hogs— 


the three basic commodities in which western agri- 
cultiire is interested, were lower on February IS, the 
day after the bill passed the house and was sent to 
the president, than a month betore. They were like- 
wise below the quotations on these same products 
last October, and last July, and generally lower than 
February a year ago. 


Why is this? Can it be that congress is a hoodoo 


to the farmer, and that whenever it insists on mixing 
into his business the result is damaging to agri- 
culture? 


Certainly it looks that way. A few years ago when 


the Fordney-McCumber tariff law' was enacted, in- 
creasing tariff duties on agricultural products, prices 
at once took a. header. The tariff-makers had prom- 
ised the farmer better returns for his labor, but they 
failed to make good. And now, with the passage of 
the McNary-IIaugen bill, the price movement is again 
downward instead of upward. 
What is the matter,

THE "USELESS" CHURCH. 


Fredrick L*. Collins is the Author of an amazing ar-« 


ticle which will appear in the forthcoming issue of 
The Woman's Home Companion. 


He analyzes the church situation in America. 
There are at present 200,000 churches in the United 


States, he points out, representing- 200 different .de- 
nominations and faiths. They have called for an in- 
.-estment of $3,000,000,000 and cost ?300,000,000 an- 
nually to maintain. They pay no taxes to the 'com- 
nunity. They pay their ministers an average wage 
of only ?SOO a year. They spend less than 50 cents 
per year per child on religious edjjcation. The ma- 
jority of them open their doors only three times a 
week for religious sen-ices. 


Most of them were erected by people now dead, and 


many of them are maintained by funds bequeathed • 
by those who are dead. 
Most of them -were erectfd 


when the village, not the town or city, was the unit 
of national life. Many of them, Mr. Collins declares, 
were intended to meet the social needs of an isolated 
rural community which no longer prevails. 
Many 


of them were built before the invention of the tcle- 
:raph, telephone, camera, bicyfcle and trolley car. Al- 
most all of them were "built before the movie, the ra- 
dio and the cheap car. 


These facts lead Mr. Collins to believe 100,000 of 


these outlying churches could be.abandoned as "use- 
less." 'He concludes by observing that fully half of 
these early built churches are not suited for modern 
service. 


"Church reduction viewed In this light is not a 


blow at religious prestige," he says. -"It is a blow 
at dry rot." 


Very few communities, it is safe to assume, are 


prepared to accept Mr. Collins' proposed Sentimen- 
tal considerations alone will mean that we shall go 
ahead maintaining these agencies, which he says are 
unfitted to serve.

Recently I had a latter Trom one of the' followers, who confirmed 


this statement. 
He persisted in the swabbing and cured himself of 


smoking. 
Smoking, unless you inhale, is'largely a muscle habit, and 


just as a baby gets used to a pacifier and wants to suck on it all the 
time, the smoker gets used to playing and puffing the smoke. There- 
fore the use of tobacco substitutes a,b a cure, is not a good plan .

Canned tomatoes are almost as potent in vitamins as the fresh, 


uncooked ones, for it has been found that the acid of tomatoes seems 
to preserve the vitamins. This acid (as of most fruits) is fully osydized 
in the body, leaving an alkaline reaction which is desirable*.

that should be used very frequently, uncooked.
